Mail Order Competition. 


The parcel post has resulted, as 


•was generally expected, in a large in- 
crease of the mail 
order business. 


Some merchants bewail this condi- 
tion, and never cease to complain 
about the unfairness of the system 
that provides such easy facilities for 
this form of trade. 


Other merchants, instead of com- 


plaining, imitate 
the 
mail 
order 


methods with great success. 
They 


start a campaign for educating the 
people along the country roads about 
the advantages they get by buying 
in nearbuy centers. They show them 
how the near-home store simply has 
to keep only substantial and reliable 
goods, or it could never 
hold 
its 


trade. 


Also they can often get their goods 


the day they order them, and if the 
stuff does not prove as represented, 
satisfaction is guaranteed. They do 
not have to go through with the 
vexatious process of trying to 
get 


satifaction out of some vast 
im- 


personal machine of a great 
mail 


order house. 


The bulk of the trade that goes to 


mail order houses would go to stores 
near home, if people knew what the 
home store has to sell. 
The local 


newspaper 
is 
both 
catalog 
and 


solicitor for the home merchant, and 
the one means by which he can beat 
the big mail order concern. 


Problems of Retail Trade. 


This is the first of a series of 


editorials on the above subject pre- 
viously announced. It is hoped that 
it will make some useful suggestions, 
both to the public and to the mer- 
chants. 


This is a period when many people 


buy for appearances, rather than for 
durable values. 
If an article looks 


attractive, many people will buy it, 
even if their own judgment and the 
store people warn them it will not 
give durable wear. As durable goods 


are often not as stylish, 
and as 


stylish goods are often not durable, 
the merchant is a good deal puzzled 
as to which quality the public really 
values the more highly. 


They are probably not so many 


good judges of the value of fabrics 
as in former years. The old timers, 
even in making a small purchase, 
scrutinized it carefully, and deliber- 
ated thoughtfully, often 
asked 
ad- 


vice of neighbors and friends. Today 
the thought that used to go into the 
matter of wear is devoted 
to 
the 


question of style or fit. 


Modern 
science 
has developed 


many methods of making cheap goods 
appear attractive. One merchant said 
the other day that though he had 
been in business 20 years, he 
was 


frequently 
unable 
to 
detect 
the 


presence of poor material, so clever- 
ly is it concealed. So he had to ask 
the salesman what the goods were 
made of, and had to depend on their 
honesty, as evidenced by past deal- 
ings and the record of the houses 
they represented. 
If an experienced 


dealer is thus sometimes deceived by 
clever imitations, the general pub- 
lic is even less able to buy on its 
own judgment alone. 


So the public depends more than 


ever on the honesty of the men with 
whom it is dealing. Here comes in 
the advantage of dealing with the 
merchants near ove's home. They 
can't afford to sell goods that arc 
not as represented. 
A sale made un- 


der a misunderstanding or false im- 
pression is left handed advertising 
of the worst kind. The success of 
the home merchant 
is 
dependent 


upon selling goods for just what they 
are.

It is a pretty—but imbecile—con- 


ceit that we could bind all the bellig- 
erents to us in the bonds of love by 
dividing a billion dollars among 
them after the war. 
The amount, 


however, had better be increased. If 
Germany will be indebted $ 10,000,- 
000,000 when the latest loan is tak- 
en, and if the allies are 
spending 


nearly twice as much as the central 
powers are. and the devastation of 
war lies wholly outside these dis- 
bursements of public treasuries, a 
billion dollars would look to the ex- 
hausted belligerents like a tip to the 
Pullman porter. 


England ceded Heligoland to Ger- 


many, in part, at least, to improve 
the relations between the two na- 
tions. Whether the island 
was of 


any use to England or not, no one 
had or has the slightest question of 
its value to Germany. England did 
not care to fortify it, or even to pro- 
tect it from the rather rapid erosion 
of the sea, and if Germany cared a 
good deal about it, the relations of 
the two countries might be improv- 
ed by giving the island to Germany 
in exchange for a slice of the Dark 
Continent. 


Did it improve the relations be- 


tween the two countries? Not in the 
slightest. 
It was really the begin- 


ning of their strained relations, it 
convinced Germany that England was 
decadent, for it was inconceivable in 
Berlin that any virile nation would 
give up the knife it held at another 
nation's throat, to borrow the happy 
phrase of a present German general 
regarding Germany's occupation of 
the south shore of the English chan- 
nel. The conviction of German writ- 
ers and strategists that the British 
empire was crumbling can generally 
be traced back to the surrender of 
Heligoland, though Bismarck dated 
it back to the surrender of the Island 
of Corfu to Greece. 


If wo expressed our affection for 


the belligerents at the end of this 
war by presenting them with a bil- 
lion, or ten billions, we should simply 
earn their contempt. . We should 
convince 
all 
the 
belligerents 


that 
we 
were 
scared 
and 


were trying to buy peace. We should 
be told that we had made more than 
that out of the war, and that if we 
were conscience-stricken by the blood 
money in our pocket we had better 
disgorge the whole amount, and not 
Imitate Ananias and Sapphlra 
in 


keeping bac« a part of the price. 


We are not convinced that the 
winner bf this war will menace us 
but we do beiiwe that M the cow- 


try has always maintained the means 
of defense, it should continue to do 
so, and the means of carrying on war 
have changed so greatly within a dec 
ade that we must have more army 
and navy if we are to have any. 


Turkish Gannon Balls 


Made of Stone. 


(New York Sun.) 


Two stone cannon balls, relics of a 


Turkish war of three and a half cen- 
turies ago, have just been presentee 
to the museum of Hobart college, at 
Geneva, N. Y. They are 10 inches in 
diameter and weigh 20 pounds each 
Such missiles were used as late as 
1807 
by the Turks. 


The year 1571 found Turkey at 


war with the kingdom of Cyprus, one 
of the many Christian states that 
grew out of the crusades. The city 
of Famagusta was 
an 
important 


stronghold of the enemy, and against 
it the Turks brought all their power. 
Against its walls were trained the 
Turkish cannon. 


These cannon threw stone balls. 


The projectiles varied 
in 
weight 


from a few pounds to six or seven 
hundred-weight. 
They 
contrast 


strangely with the shells used by the 
German Krupp guns that now defend 
the Dardanelles and Constantinople 
against the allies, or the still larger 
shells fired at the Ottoman forts by 
the Queen Elizabeth's 15-inch guns. 
Though such stone balls were the 
most effective projectiles of 
that 


time, it took the Turks nearly a year 
to reduce Famagusta. and then the 
garrison was starved out rather than 
demoralized by the ordnance of the 
besiegers. 


Yet, 
crude as these stone cannon 


balls seem now. the 
Turks 
made 


themselves feared in the 15th and 
16th centuries by the size and de- 
structive power of their 
artillery, 


which had then a reputation some- 
;hing like that of the German siege 
mortars or the French 75-millimetre 
'ield guns of today. 
Turkish can- 


noneers made the greatest demon- 
stration of artillery work in the 15th 
entury in 1453 at the siege of Con- 
stantinople, where they fired stone 
shot from larger pieces than 
had 


been seen in Europe. 


Some of those guns were still in 


>lace and were used in the defense 
of 
Constantinople in 
1807—354 


."ears later—against a British fleet. 
A. 700-pound stone shot from one of 
hem carried away the mainmast of 
Admiral Sir J. T. Duckworth's flag- 
hip and killed and wounded 60 men. 
•U the same siege a 600-pound shot 
became embedded eight feet in the 


round. It had traveled more than 
mile. These, of course, were the 


leavier projectiles. 
The 
average 


weight of the stone cannon balls of 
he early artillerists was 300 pounds.

cident was preventable. 


It looked pretty tough for him, 


'specially 
because 
he 
had 
been 


counting on a Company pension. He 
could not understand, himself, how 
he had ever neglected to take the 
precautions that would have pre- 
vented the accident, and it was hard 
for him to realize that, 
after 
all 


these years of faithful service, 
his 


railroad career should be topped off 
in the manner it was. 


John's superintendent felt bad for 


him. 
He decided to look into his 


personal record and see if there was 
not some way to save him. He dis- 
covered that John's record was a re- 
markably good one. There was the 
time when he won the attention of 
the general office by a certain action 
in 
protecting Company property. 


There was the time when his vigi- 
lance prevented what 
would have 


been a bad smash-up. 
There was a 


time when his watchfulness prevent- 
ed what might have proved a costly 
financial loss to the Company. All 
these things the superintendent not- 
ed very carefully and then he called 
them to the attention of other offi- 
cials. 


Some little time later, John was 


called into the superintendent's of- 
fice. There he was told that he had 
been retired on a pension. You can 
imagine the relief 
he 
experienced 


and the gratitude he felt. With the 
sudden lifting of

"Don't thank me " said the super- 


intendent," waving his hand.

have been storing up this record for 
a long time, just as though you 
were putting your money 
in

bank for a rainy day. 
When you 


suddenly found that you had incur- 
red a debt, you looked back over 
your deposits and found something 
with which to discharge the obliga- 
tion." 


John went out, feeling very much 


more of a man than when he ent- 
ered the office. 
'He himself 
had 


been his own salvation. His record 
of faithful, loyal service saved him 
when he was in trouble. 
And 
he 


was grateful that he lived in a day 
and age when railroad officials look 
not for the weak points in a man's 
character or career, but for the 
good. 


The personal record 
system 
is 


something of which every Company 
employe should 
be proud. 
It 
is 


nothing more or less than the bal- 
ance sheet of a man's life and 
ac- 


tions. 
It is the history of himself, 


as he knows himself to be, and as 
long as he is square with himself 
and his employer he can take a deep 
satisfaction in it. The records that 
he is a good man, that his habits are 
clean, and that he is loyal and faith- 
In to the firm or man who entrusts 
him whatever responsi'biity he must 
assume in the performance 
of 
his 


work. It is his moral bank account, 
designed to be a help to him just as 
it proved a boon to John Jones when 
he found himself 
in 
trouble. 
No 


man who is on the level can look at 
it In any different light.

lodgement on 


this continent after the war, it must 
be "the strength of our arms and by 
the willingness to die for what is 
certainly precious to ourselves and 
for what we believe 
to be no less 


precious to humanity." 


Mr. Low said he favored the ad- 


ministration's defense program, not 
because he thought it ideally per- 
fect, but because it was a long step 
in the right direction. 


"Any plan of military prepared- 


ness which makes 
the 
flag under 


which we live the problem of our 
life, our all and not a rag with which 
to protect corpse from 
which 
the 


spirit has fled, I welcome," declared 
Miss Mildred 
Whettmore of Rhode 


Island in presenting the report of the 
women's department. 


The great assistance rendered by 


the federation to legislators in plan- 
ning drafts of compensation laws war, 
indicated by August Belmont of New 
York, in his report on the year's ac- 
tivities of the workmen's compensa- 
tion department.

MONTENEGRO HAS 


ASKED FOR PEACE; 


LAYS DOWN ARMS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Berlin, Jan. 17.— (By wireless to 


Sayville.)—The 
Overseas 
News 


Agency announced today that Count 
Tisza, the Hungarian premier, had 
announced in the Hungarian parlia- 
ment that Montenegro had asked for 
peace. 


Montenegro was asked uncondi- 


tionally to lay down her aims and 
she accepted, the premisr declared, 
ace ording to the news agency report. 


A dispatch from Rome on Saturday 


°aid the Montenegrin authorities of- 
ficially denied that Montenegro had 
ever adhered to or intended to ad- 
here to any 
separate 
proposal of 


peace or to any armistice with Aus- 
tria. It was declared, added the dis- 
patch, that King Nicholas and his 
army and people would continue to 
fight till the last man. 


The announcement in the 
Berlin 


news agency dispatch that Montene- 
gro has asked for peace, if accurate, 
marks the first known definite step 
taken by any of the belligerents in 
the European war toward the mark- 
ing of peace. 


Montenegro entered the 
war on 


August 8, 1914. For mora than a 
year after v/ar was ceciared, Monte- 
negro was comparatively free from 
hostile operations and in fact the 
Montenegrins themselves pushed in- 
to Austrian territory and for months 
held positions outside their frontier. 


The. real drive against Montenegro 


began in October of last year almost 
simultaneously with the 
beginning 


'of the Teutonic and 
Bulgarian op- 


erations that resulted in the crushing 
of Serbia.

Without health the eyebrows and 


eyelashes cannot be beautiful. Like 
the hair of tho head, they must be 
fed frora within. First it is well to 
find out whether the scanty, irreg- 
ular growth of lash or brow is caused 
by a deceased condition at the roots 
of the hair. 


If there is neither inflammation or 


a tendency to sties, but the growth 
of hair is scanty and irregular, try 
cutting or clipping the lashes. This 
can be done with small, curved, very 
hharp scissors with a steady hand, 
once a month for four months, pre- 
cisly as you clip your hair. Then ap- 
ply a quinine lotion to the base of 
the lashes where they join the flesh. 
Mix five grains of sulphate of quinine 
v.-ith one ounce of stfeet almond oil 
and apply night and morning with a 
fine sable pencil or tiny brush. 


Various pomades are useful in pro- 


moting the growth or the eyebrows 
but first these should be 
perfectly 


shaped. 
If there is too much hair 


standing out stubbornly 
near 
the 


nose, these should be brushed down 
and the hair directly over the center 
of the eyes encouraged to grow. If 
the hairs straggle or show a tendency 
to bushiness they may be trained by 
the use of gum tragacanth or quince 
seeds. 


Dissolve the gum or seeds in just 


enough elder flower or rose water to 
give the consistency 
of 
mucilage, 


strain this into a little stone jar. and 
every night before retiring dip your 
eyebrow brush into the mixture and 
brush the hairs into shape or arch 
them as you wish your eyebrows to 
be formed. 


An eyebrow brush is shaped like 


a tooth brush on square lines, but 
is very tiny. 
Let the gum remain 


on overnight, wash off in the morn- 
ing with warm water, drying the 
brows carefully and brushing them 
into shape again with a clean eye- 
brow brush.

WATCHED GROWTH 
OF NEWARK FOR 


OVER 75 YEARS 


Henry Dase, 
Native of 
Germany, 
Answers Death's Summon* 


Lute Saturday. 


Henry Dase, 86 years old, one of 


Newark's oldest citizens, died Satur- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. Louis 
Vogel, 40 German street. His death 
was unexpected, though he had ex- 
pressed his belief only a few min- 
utes before tha end, that he would 
not survive through the night. A cold 
contracted more than a week ago 
overtaxed his heart and his long and 
useful life came to a close peace- 
fully. 


Mr. Dase was known to practically 


all the old residents of the city as 
a substantial citizen who was content 
to live modestly, without aspiration 
to wealth and 
influence. 
He was 


the father of a large family of chil- 
dren and started them in the world 
with no other heritage than that of 
being well reared. 


Mr. Dase was 
born 
October 
5, 


1829, in Alsace-Loraine, 
Germany, 


being the son of Henry Dase. 
He 


came to this country at the age of 
ten years, 
with 
his parents. The 


family landed in New York 
City, 


after a stormy ocean voyage lasting 
six weeks. , 


From New York the family went 


to Buffalo, most of the way on the 
Erie Canal, which had been com- 
pleted only a few years before. A 
part of the journey from New York 
to Butfalo was made on the railroad 
over a strip of track 16 miles long, 
this being his first ride on the steam 
cars. 


The trip from Cleveland to New- 


ark was made on the Ohio Canal two 
weeks being required to make the 
trip from Buffalo to Newark. 


Mr. Dase was early apprenticed to 


a shoemaker and learned this trade 
which he followed most of his life, 
though he was for some time em- 
ployed by the B. & 0. railroad com- 
pany, and worked 
for a time as a 


:eamster. He preferred shoe making 
however and in later years followed 
;his occupation. Only a week before 
iiis death he was at 
work 
at 
his 


aench. 


He was married August 16, 1852, 


io Sophia Beuhlmaier, also a native 
of Germany, who was born in Wit- 
tenberg, coining to this country at 
the age of six ysars. Mrs. Dase died 
n 1903. To this union were born 
fourteen children, of whom ten sur- 
vive. They are Mrs. G. E. Schoeller, 
Mrs. 
William Bsntz, Mrs. Louis Vo- 


gel, and Sylvester Dase, all of New- 
irk, Mrs. Frank Heiler of Columbus, 
Phillip and William Dase of Spring- 
'teld. Jacob 
Dase 
of 
Cincinnati, 


Charles Dase of Williamson, W. Va., 
and Edward Dase of Buffalo, N. Y. 


At tha age of 12 years, he united 


rv'ith the German Evangelical church, 
being one of the first 
members of 


that organization. He was a faithful 
attendant all his life and it will be 
iiere that him many friends will have 
the opportunity of paying their last 
resnects to him.
